Citizens  of  North  Berwick  : — 

I  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  work  and  financial  condition  of  the  schools  in  town. 

Tne  cencus  returns  show  that  the  number  of  children 
of  school  age  (live  to  twenty-one  years)  to  be  4!»2. 

The  number  of  common  schools  maintained  were  thir- 
teen. Divisions  three  and  ten  not  having  the  number  of 
pupils  required  by  law,  remained  c  losed  throughout  the 
year. 

At  the  close  of  the  spring  term,  three  of  our  teaching 
force  decided  to  make  a  change.  Mr.  John  C.  Parlin,  who 
had  the  charge  of  the  (iranmiar  school  for  thirteen  years, 
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went  to  Brownville  to  accept  the  position  of  Principal  of 
the  High  school  of  that  place.  Mis*  Lillian  M.  Annis  of 
Division  5  went  to  Lewiston  to  attend  Bates  College,  and 
Miss  S.  Belle  McCorrison  to  Massachusetts  to  attend  a 
Normal  school. 

In  Divisions  1,  7,  13,  14,  16,  19  and  the  Primary  and 
Intermediate  grades  in  Division  2,  the  teachers  elected  by 
the  School  Committee  taught  the  terms  of  the  school  year. 

Most  of  the  teachers  were  retained  throughout  the 
year. 

In  Division  No.  2,  Mr.  John  C.  Parlin,  after  many 
years  of  faithful  and  acceptable  service,  in  the  Grammar 
school,  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  a  High  school.  Mr. 
Harold  C.  Robertson  of  Saint  Albans,  Me.,  was  elected  to 
the  position.  Mr.  Robertson  taught  the  fall  term,  going 
home  for  a  vacation,  was  taken  sick  and  could  not  return 
for  the  winter  term.  Mr.  Pearl  Danfortb,  of  Castine,  was 
appointed  to  the  position  and  taught  the  remaining  term. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term  in  Division  No. 
4,  Miss  Julia  A.  McCrellis,  of  this  town,  a  graduate  of 
Berwick  Academy,  accepted  the  position  and  taught  the 
fall  and  winter  terms. 

Miss  Lucie  Greenough  was  appointed  by  the  School 
Committee  to  Division  No.  5,  and  was  retained  the  remain- 
der of  the  year. 

In  Division  No.  8,  Miss  Anna  G.  Pender,  of  Portland, 
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resigned  at  the  close  of  the  fall  term,  and  the  services  of 
Miss  Lillian  M.  Annis,  of  Somersworth,  N.  H.,  were  se- 
cured for  the  winter  term. 

Di vision  No.  15,  Miss  8.  Belle  McCorrison  resigned 
at  the  close  of  the  spring  term,  Miss  Maude  J.  Erickson, 
a  graduate  of  our  High  school,  accepted  the  position  for 
the  remainder  of  the  school  year. 

The  efforts  of  all  the  teachers  were  commendable,  and 
I  gladly  affirm  that  faithful  and  efficient  work  was  the  re- 
sult. 

Parents  and  guardians  should  see  that  scholars  are  not 
allowed  to  be  irregular  in  their  attendance.  Time,  lost  or 
wasted,  can  never  be  used  again.  I  would  urge  upon  the 
attention  of  all  interested,  that  our  common  schools  are  our 
protection  and  the  great  educators  of  our  people. 

Our  School  Board  has  endeavored  to  secure  the  best 
teachers  ;  and  to  secure  the  best  results  for  the  money.
